ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


* The planning area is in the northern portion of St. Louis County. The geography of 
this area is defined by three Interstates (270, 170 and 70), the Mississippi and the 
Missouri Rivers and the St. Louis City border. 


* Located in the North County deanery. There are 10 territorial parishes and 4 
elementary schools (6 school campuses) in this planning area. Currently there are 
11 diocesan priests assigned to this group. 


* Groups of parishes and church buildings are a short distance from each other with 
the 7 northernmost parishes all within a 15 minute drive of each other. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS EXPERIENCING A CONTINUED SIGNIFICANT 
DEMOGRAPHIC CHANGE OF THE POPULATION 


* Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was down 6% from 2010. 


* Once a very Catholic area in the decades after World War II, now only 9% of the 
population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the diocesan average of 18%. 


e Significant shift in the racial composition of the planning area: 
* The percentage of the white population decreased from 69% in 1990 to 24% in 2020 
* The percentage of the black population increased from 2996 in 1990 to 6996 in 2020 


e Median household income in the area is $49,153, which is lower than the 
archdiocesan average of $60,700.

There was a large decline in Catholic school 
enrollment even though Catholic schools 
enroll many non-Catholic children. 


This planning area during the past decade 
had the largest decline in Catholic school 
enrollment and PSR enrollment of any 
planning area. 


As Catholic families in North County 
generally do not choose public education, 
there are few children in PSR.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS DECLININC 


The six elementary school campuses in this planning area have 1,206 children 
enrolled in Catholic elementary, down 36% from 5 years ago. Five school 
campuses have under 200 students. 


Most schools draw heavily from outside of their parish, primarily non-Catholic 
students (4 of the 6 draw 50% or more from non-parishioners). 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
planning area is 736. 


There are 63 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 7696 from 5 years earlier.

1789. 


A parish school has existed for more than 150 
years. In 2018 the parish joined with St. Rose 
Philippine Duchesne and St. Norbert parishes 
to form the regional All Saints Academy; St. 
Ferdinand still has a school campus. 


The parish church was the Old St. Ferdinand 
Shrine serving English speaking Catholics of 
North County while Sacred Heart parish 
served German speaking Catholics. When 
the ethnic boundaries dissolved in the 1950s, 
St. Ferdinand moved to its new location and 
the current church was built in 1961 and 
seats 700.

e Changing demographics of North County and the St. Ferdinand area has 
resulted in a sharp decline in St. Ferdinand parishioner households. 


* Mass attendance has declined along with the decline in parishioners. The 
parish is aging and there has been a sharp decline in baptisms, children in 
Catholic schools, and children in PSR. 


* Parish investment in the school has been within recommended levels, 
reserves had been stable but grew with a donor gift in 2021. 


OUR PARISH AREA HAS EXPERIENCED A CONTINUED INCREASE 
IN THE AFRICAN-AMERICAN POPULATION 


* Slightly declining population over the past two decades.
